INTERESTING INFORMATION 


Gathered by Explorer Jackson During His 


Travels In Arctic Regions. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The documents from 


Explorer Jackson, which were brought 
back by the Windward, after leaving the 
explorer on Franz-Josef Land, and which 
wore kept sealed up in one of the cabins 
of tho Windward during her return trip, 
were opened yesterday. 


Upon being opened, the papers wera 


found to record that the expedition landed 
at, Cape Flora on Sept. 7, \yhere they 
erected log houses. 
All tho members 


wore given certain duties to insure regular 
exercise. 
Bears soon appeared, to the 


number of 30, aud, together with eight 
walruses, were killed and added to th'c 
winter's provisions. Tho only man who 
died of scurvy refused to eat bear's meat. 
Tho winter was very tempestuous, and the 
Arctic bears prowled arouud the log 
cabins, and even lookedin at the windows. 


The winter darkness euded on Feb. 28. 


Jackson and two others started north on 
March 10 with two ponies and two sledges. 
The temperature was sometimes 45C below 
zero. The ponies proved to be invaluable 
for clambering over huminoc^j in the ice. 
The couutry generalfy was tit a height of 
2600 feet, and was covered with ice sheets, 
which were interrupted along the coast by 
high basaltic cliffs, on which were found 
mosses and Arctic flowers. 


The journey revealed rru»r,y inaccuracies 


in the charts. The laud was found on the 
Austria Sound coastline to be very dif- 
ferent than is shown by the maps of the 
Austrian expedition. Sea islands were 
found where the mainland was supposed 
to exist. The farthest point which was 
reached was lat. 8t.20°N., where two boats 
were left for use later in the summer. 
Three depots were also established en 
route. 


Many geological specimens wore taken 


which show that" the formation of the 
land is mainly basaltic. 


A second journey began in April and 


ended in the middle of May. It was at- 
tended with stormy weather, and fre- 
quently the temperature was 30" below 
zero. Progress was difficult on account 
of the deep crevasses aud the morasses ol 
mud.

THE N1NE-MOUR LAW. 


Apparently No Cause Tor Action In This 


Town. 


The article in yesterday's TRANSCRIPT 


concerning the action of the Central 
Labor union in respect to the nine-hour 
law created considerable interest, but, so 
far as can be learned, there seems to be 
no ground for action in .this town. It was 
believed that the law applied to the nor- 
mal school work and to work done for the 
town,—on the roads, etc., and possibly 
to the Notch reservoir work, as the law 
states that nine hours shall constitute a 
day on all state, municipal and town 
work. 


Inspector Howes, who was reported to 


have said that (he enforcement of the 
law devolved upon the local police', says 
he never made such a statement. There 
are certain laws which the state district 
police are compelled to look after and en- 
force, but Mr. HoTHtes says the nine-hour 
law is like all ordinary laws, to be en- 
forced by the courts on complaint of any 
citizen. 


So far as this town Is concerned it will 


apparently be difficult to show that there 
has been any infringement of the law. 
Porter & Hannum, builders of the normal 
school building, state that all of their 
men are employed by the hour, with the 
exception of one teamster who works by 
the week, and the road commissioners say 
that the men emploj ed in their depart- 
ment are also employed by the hour. The 
reservoir work is not affected by the law 
in any sense, as this is-the work of a cor- 
poration which is as free from the appli- 
cation of this law as a manufacturing or 
any other corporation. 


Inspector Howes says the nine-hour law 


of Massachusetts is a copy of the United 
States law, and that it has never been 
tested by the courts, so it is not known 
how far it could be enforced if attempted. 
Mr. Howes says that under a strict inter- 
pretation of this law if a wagon maker 
were to build a wagon for the town it 
would be illegal for .any employe of the 
wagon maker to Work on it more than 
nine hours a day. The district attorney 
does not believe the law reaches to any 
such extent and some' are inclined to 
doubt its constitutionality, on the ground 
that it would take away the right of con- 
tract.

EXCITEMENT. 


Mr, O'Brien Is Not Dangerously 111 as Was 


Reported. 


It was generally understood last night 


about town that a telegram had been re- 
ceived from P. J. Asbe who was in Albany, 
N. Y., with William O'Brien who had 
gone there to undergo an operation that 
Mr. O.'Brien was dying. Mrs. O'Brien 
started for Albany in company with some 
of her friends on the evening train and it 
was feared by many friends of Mr. O'Brien 
that the rumor was true.

duty to be performed. 


Second—Because hitherto the women of 


this state huve enjoyed exemption frosn 
this burdensome duty, ami no adequate 
reason has beuri assigned for depriving 
them of that immunity. 


Third -Because uonterrinssuffraze upoa 


the Women who claim it, would impose 
suffrage upon tho many women wild 
neither desire it as a privilege nor regard 
it as their duty. 


1'ourlh -Itacnuse tho need of America is 


not, 
:in niBnivwl quantity, but an im- 


proved quality of the vote, an'd there is ait 
adequate reason to believe that woman's 
siiltraiw liy doubling the vote will- tm- 
provo its quality. 


1'iflli—Uociiuse the household, not the 


individual, is the unit of the state, ami 
thu vast, majority of women are repr^- 
scntmt by household suffrage. 


Sixt.li— Because ths women not so rnp- 


rcscnted 
suffor 
no practical injustice 


which Riving '-be suffrage will remedy. 


Seventh—Because equality in character 


toes not, imply similarity in funcciou. ami 
the duties and life ot men and wometi are 
divinely ordered to be different m tho 
state as in tl.o home. 


Ki-rhth—Because the energies of women 


are engrossed by the present duties and 
interests;, from which men cannot relieve 
them, and it la better for the communiiy 
that they dovHo their energies to the mnr') 
efficient performance of their present work 
than to divert them to new fields of activ- 
ity- 


Ninth—Bsonuse political equality will 


dupi-ivc woman of special privileges hith- 
erto accorded to her In law. 


Tenth — bus-nine suffrage logically in- 


volves the hoidmg of public office, and 
office holding is inconsistent with the 
,-Uutles of most women.

THE COMING ELECTION. 


Although, in common parlance, the 


present year is an "off year'.' in politics, 
involving no national offices a nd but in- 
directly involving national issues, yet the 
coming November elections will settle 
some extremely important questions in 
several of the states, as well as carry its 
influence into the national elections of 
next year. 


Elections will be held on November 5 


in twelve states, as follows: lo-.va, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Massachusetts, Miss- 
issippi, Nebraska, New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia and m the 
Territory of Utah, which will by that 
time, have about complied with all the 
conditions required of it to make it a 
state. Oregon, Rhode Island, Michigan 
and Wisconsin held elections t arly in the 
year. 


Of the states to hold an elect ion on No- 


vember 5, Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
Ohio and Utah elect governors. Among 
these Mississippi is the only one certain 
to go Democratic. In Iowa, Massachu- 
setts and Ohio the result is practically 
sure for the Republicans and in New Jer- 
sey and Utah Republican chances are con- 
sidered bright. 


In this state the issues are notofre- 


r.:arkable 
importance. 
The 
people 


will be asked to decide whether they 
wjll choose a governor who has already 
performed his duties of chief executive 
we'l end courageously and i: a man of a 
record as well as words, or whether they 
will choose a man who has as yet only 
good promises upon which to make a 
campaign. The Democrats are making a 
desperate attempt to gain strength in the 
legislature, and hope for no greater com- 
fort from the election returns than ac- 
complishing this purpose. 
The 
issue 


really at stake is how overwhelmingly 
the people will trust the Republican 
party as compared with the Democratic 
party in state matters. 


In New York state, while neither of the 


greatest two officers—governor of the 
fctate and mayor of New York city are to 
be chosen, yet the great issur of reform 
and its support in New York is again be- 
fore the people. Tammany rears its foul 
crest once more against the decency and 
honesty of the great city, and throughout 
the state the issue of a temperance San- 
day is up for decision. A Rej ubliran vic- 
tory there will be a lasting victory tor 
law and order in the great empire state. 


Two statesin which the greatest inter- 


est centers are Kentucky and Maryland. 
In the Irtter state the growing Republican 
prestige is augmented by the strength of a 
large following of independent Demo- 
crats, who have bolted the rule of Sena- 
tor Gorman and tfle Baltimore Demo- 
cratic ring, which is almost sore of being 
overthrown as have been'tbe dictatorship 
and corrupt politics of Hill and Tam- 
many in New York. 
In Kentucky the 


struggle of Blackburn to beat the admin- 
istration forces in his contest for the sen- 
alorghip, and Nat Hardin'a attempt to be 
elected governor as an out-and-out free- 
silver man on a gold basis platform are 
events exciting national interest. 
The 


Republicans, now having gained for sev- 
eral years in the blue-grass state, are con- 
fident of winning by 15,000 end carrying 
the state permanently into the Republi- 
can column. 


In the great Republican states of Penn- 


sylvania, Kansas and Nebraska the issue 
is one of Republican majorities. Popu- 
lism is dead in the latter two. In Iowa, 
Maryland, Kentucky,OhioasidMississippi 
the legislatures elected this fall will choose 
United States senators, In only one—Mis-

The third year it fell 
off almost one-half from the first, and 
became reduced to the small number of 
1906, and this out of a woman population 
of voting age of about 175,000.—Hampshire 
Gazette.

For 88 minutes he continued to shake 
hands with the throng, and he then said 
he was fatigued, and the line was closed.

tion throughout. 


The series of courtesies extended to tho 


presidential party were concluded last 
night with a reception at the Capital City 
club, which put itself on record as the 
most elaborate social function ever under- 
taken in tho south.

"Personal liberty means liberty regu- 


lated by law—reasonable law. 
As popu- 


larly interpreted, it stands for opposition 
to uuncacssaiy restraint and vexatious in- 
terference with private affairs and to all 
species of obnoxious govern mental super- 
vision of individual concerns. The mm- 
eiple which is implied in tho term 'pcr- 
toual liberty' is the bulwark of a free state. 


"The Democratic party has always been 


the con.sistei;.t champion ot personal lib- 
erty. It will not change its attitude bv 
reason of misrepresentations or tho threats 
or the boasts of puritanism. The issue of 
personal liberty "is one which has been 
made by our opponents—one which lias 
been forced upon us in this campaign, and 
one which we cannot honorably avoid. 


"It was created by the efforts of a few 


fanaticjin this city who sought to arbi- 
trarily, offensively and iguorautly enforce 
the existing excise law according to the 
most strict, technical and unfair condi- 
tions possible. 
Their proceedings have 


aroused a public sentiment in favor of a 
revision of tho existing excise laws, so far 
us some of its provisions are concerned, 
which seetns to be overwhelming and irre- 
sistible. It was necessary that political 
parties should define their attitude upon 
this important question. It would luuo 
been cowardly to luwa evaded it. "
